Preparing for Battle. 

The city of Douglas extends right’ 
down to the border line, but is sparsely 
bullt for perhaps half a mile north from 
the boundary. Facing this open space 
the Carranza soldiers finished today a 
trench line which completed around 
Agua Prieta a band of defensive works 
that extend roughly three-quarters of 
a mile north and south and about a 
mile and a quarter east and west. 

The town itself, with its adobe build- 
ings, tents, go-downs and lean-to-bar- 
racks. housing thousands of. refugees 
driven in by the Villa advance, lies 
within and overlooking this ellipse of 
defensive works. 

The refugees, mostly women and 
children of the poorest classes in Mex- 
ico, will be brought over to the United 
States when Villa attacks. 

Plans also have been made to 
over the Carranza wounded if the 
eral hospital comes under fire.

Copenhagen, October 30.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Large contingents of Russian 
troops have set sail from the Black 
sea ports of Odessa and Sebastopol 
for the Bulgarian coast, The Berlin 
Tageblatt says. 

The dispatch, telegraphed to The 
Tageblatt from Bucharest, says that 
the transports are convoyed by a strong 
squadron.

28, “neither Serbians nor Bulgarians 
are at Uskup, where a civil guard is 
reported to be maintaining order. 

“Skirmishes took place east of Tir- 
tilli, according to a telegram from Gen- 
eral Bailloud, of the French forces. A 
Bulgarian company reconnoitered near 
Krivolak (on the railroad line south 
of Istip) and disappeared immediately,” 

A Havas dispatch filed yesterday 
at Saloniki says that Bulgarians who 
@dvanced from istip on Thursday 
morning and attacked Veles were re- 
pulsed with serious losses. A hnum- 
ber of skirmishes occurred in the 
French sector, at Rabrovo, nine miles 
south of Strumitsa. 

The Persian corsul at Dedeaghatch, 
Bulgaria, has arrived at Kavala, 
Greece. He asserts Dedeaghatch has 
been deserted by the Turkish and Bul- 
garian population which has been liv- 
ing behind neighboring hills since the 
city was bombarded by the allied fleet.

, ber 30.—Delayed.—The fall of Pirot 
,this-morning (Wednesday) was a4 s8e- 
‘vere blow to the Serbian army, since 
|} the reduction of this strong position 
‘leaves open the road to Nish and in- 
'vites a strong Bulgarian advance to- 
| wards the center of old Serbia. 
| The capture of Pirot followed three 
‘days of desperate fighting, ending at 
| nightfall on October 26. During the 
‘night the Serbs evacuated the city, 
| sacrificing all their heavy baggage and 
leaving huge stores of ammunition and 
'war material in the hands of the Bul- 
|}gars. It is asserted here that the Ser- 
‘bian losses were extremely heavy. 

The fall of Pirot and Zajecar, togeth- 
| er with the junction made by the Aus- 
.trian, German and Bulgarian forces 
| north of Negotin, have rendered the po- 
‘sition of the Serbians, it is considered 
_ here, extremely critical. Serbian 
forces near Nitrovitza and Prishtina 
are retreating north in the direction 
of Novipazar with the purpose evident- 
ly of joining the main group of their 
army in the interior, where it is said 
a state of siege is rapidly approach- 
‘ing, since the Serbs are on the verge 
'of being completely cut off. 

Serb Defenses Strong. 

The capture of Zajecar was of dis- 

tinct benefit to the Bulgarians, as it 


as a frontier fortress and as a railway 
junction. Zajecar was defended by a 
Serbian first line division, supported 
by about 10,000 men of the third re- 
serve. The Bulgarian forces numbered 
about two brigades. 

The most thorough preparations for 
defense had been made by the Ser- 
bians, whose resistance was determin- 
ed. Every mountain crest surrounding 
the fortress was literally covered with 
barbed wire entanglements and other 
obstacles. From these positions the 
Serbians poured a terrific fire into the 
Bulgarian lines. : 

Three outlying positions were taken 
more than a week ago, but the inner 
line and the southern, eastern and 
northern works held out until Monday. 
However, the Bulgarians succeeded in 
taking heavy artillery to the top of the 
mountain, whence they were able to 
direct their fire at the Serbian de- 
fenses. 

The Serbians were subjected to a 
preliminary bombardment on Monday 
and early yesterday. This was  fol- 
lowed by. a desperate Bulgarian infan- 
try attack. The Bulgarians were of- 
ten obliged to climb on all fours up 
steep slopes to Serbian positions. Now 
and then the attacking parties were 
shot down or thrown back, but they 
returned to the assault and shortly be- 
fore noon carried all tne Serbians de- 
fenses. 

Work of Bulgar Artillery. 
| The Bulgarian artillery did most ef- 
fective work. lts fire was said by 

Serbian prisoners to have been the 

worst they had experienced. The 

shrapnel exploded unerringly at a 
Bee fo of fifty feet above the Serbian

positions. This, together with the im- 
; petuous rushes of the Bulgarian infan- 
try, compelled the remaining Serbians 
to surrender. 

Most of the prisoners wear citizens’ 
clothing, with military overcoats and 
caps. Others are wearing thin summer 
uniforms, with three or four shirts. 
Few of them have good shoes. There 
was no lack, however, of the best 
French and British war materials. The 
Serbians are still hoping that reinforce- 
ments will reach them. 

All accounts agree as to the valor of 
the Bulgarians. Extraordinary exer- 
tions were required to scale the dizzy 
heights at Zajecar. The Bulgarian in- 
fantry removed their shoes to obtain a 
better footing on the slippery frocks. 
Like untamable beings they rushed up 
the slopes. Gaps in their line were 
filled up instantly from following re- 
serves, 

Reaching the summit, the infantry 
did such effective work wiih the bayo- 
net that the Serbians held up their 
hands quickly. It is asserted:the Bul- 
garian losses were slight.

‘The enemy’s resistance on the Col dl 
Lana of Cordevole heights is in process 
of weakening owing to the repeated 
blows of our offensive. 

“On the morning of October 28 our 
troops attacked on the summit of Sale- 
sei (2,200 meters) a pivot of the enemy’s 
defense consisting of a redoubt and 
several rows of trenches. The enemy’s 
lines of defense having been destroyed 
by our artillery our infantry threw 
themselves forward with bayonets, cap- 
turing the defenses and taking 277% 
prisoners from the imperial chasseurs, 
of whom nine were officers. Our 
troops also captured nine machine guns 
and a large quantity of war material. 

“In the Monte Nero zone the enemy 
on the night of October 28 renewed his 
attack on our lines on the Vodil and 
succeeded after a hard struggle in 
taking a part of them by assault. On 
the following morning our Alpine 
troops by a violent counter attack re- 
took the lost trenches and made 57 
prisoners, one of whom was an officer. 

“In the Zagora section the enemy in 
trying to drive us back was mowed 
down by the accurate fire of our ar- 
tillery. Progress of our troops in the 
heights of Podgora continues, al- 
though the enemy offers fierce resist- 
ance through the concentration of his 
big guns and the liberal use of 
asphyxiating bombs. 

“On the Carso we have taken by 
assault another trincone (grand 
trench) in Monte San Michele zone, 
taking 76 prisoners of ‘whom two were 
officers. In the center we have occu- 
pied small trenches and maintained 
progress in spite of numerous enemy 
counter attacks.”’ 


GERMANY BEGS AMERICA 
T0 AID STARVING POLES 


Millions Destitute in Occupied 
Territory—Relief Commis- 
sion Willing to Help. 


> 


Washington, October 30.—The Amer- 
ican commission for relief in Belgium 
will undertake similar work in Po- 
land, it was learned tonight, as fre- 
quested by Germany, provided the con- 
sent of Russia and her allies can be 
obtained. Russia is understood to ap- 
prove the plan and immediate steps 
will be taken to secure formal agree- 
ment. 

Representatives of the relief com- 
mission have discussed the question 
with Secretary Lansing and other gov- 
ernment officials. While the United 
States government is not officially con- 
nected with the relief measures, of- 
ficials are sympathetic to the plan. 

Details of the Polish relief work 
have not been worked out. It is es- 
timated that $30,000,000 a month will 
be required to feed the destitute mil- 
lions in the eastern theater of war. 

Officials of the state department have 
been informed that the commission has 
been told that between twenty and 
thirty millions of people in that part 
of Poland occupied by German troops 
are destitute. 

In addition to the financing of such 
relief measures, it was pointed out to- 
day that the commission would have 
considerable trouble in regard to trans- 
portation and distribution of supplies 
and clothing. All danger of having re- 
lief supplies confiscated by men un- 
der arms, or of supplies never reach- 
ing destination, was said to have been 
overcome, The arrangement would. be 
the same as that which prevailed in 
Belgium.

years’ imprisonment and to pay a fine 
of $4,000 for having suppliea essence 
of neroli to a firm of perfume manu- 
facturers at Cologne. The court also 
ordered goods belonging to the per- 
fumer to the value of $54,000 confis- 
cated. 

Racine originally was sentenced by 
a court-martial sitting at Marseilles to 
perpetual deportation. He obtained a 
reversal of judgment by an appeal to 
the court on technicalities and was sent 
here for trial by court-martial. ,

She was a ste&Amer of 
509 tons gross, built in 1905, at Dum- 
barton.

Washington, October 30.—While the 
report of the navy board which found 
that the fragment of metal forwarded 
from London as evidence in the case of 
the steamer Hesperian was part of a 
torpedo will be forwarded to the Ber- 
lin foreign office as a matter of in- 
formation, it will not be accompanied 
by any representations by the United 
States. A link is missing in the chain 
of evidence upon which the Washing- 
ton government could found a state- 
ment that it was convinced that a tor- 
pedo sent the ship to the bottom. 

The fragment was turned over to 
Ambassador Page by the British ad- 
miralty with the statement that it was 
found on the Hesperian’s deck after 
the explosion. No sworn statement by 
the finder, however, was furnished, and 
until that gap is filled it was. indi- 
cated today that no representations 
would be made to Germany, which has 
consistently maintained that the steam- 
er was not torpedoed by a German sub- 
marine. 

Germany has made to the United 
States a qualified disclaimer of re- 
sponsibility for the sinking of the Hes- 
perian. In a note to Ambassaor 
Gerard on September 14, the foreign 
office said that on the face of the 
evidence then at hand, Germany was 
satisfied that the Hesperian was not 
sunk by a German submarine.

It is charged 
that she received her instructions di- 
rect from the French military author- 
ities. Two other women also are un- 
der arrest and, according to Berlin, the 
extent to which the system of espion- 
age is organized is indicated by the 
fact that the arrested persons figure 
prominently in the French secret ser- 
vice list. 

“The guilt of the accused, _ it 
stated, already has been established. 

‘(Nine persons, the message adds, were 
tried for espionage in Belgium on Octo- 
ber 26. All were found guilty and were 
sentenced to death. The sentence was 
executed yesterday. Ten others, in-, 
cluding three women, were sentenced to 
penal servitude.” 

GERARD REPORTS 
ON EXECUTIONS. 

Washington, October 30.—Ambassa- 
dor Gerard at Berlin has transmitted 
to the state department a report re- 
ceived from the German foreign office 
which states that no Belgians have 
been condemned to death recently at 
Liege, and that the Belgian govern- 
ment was in error in its report to that 
effect. The ambassador's inquiry was 
made at the instance of the Belgian 
minister here, and he was instructed 
to use his good offices in behalf of 
about thirty Belgians reported to be 
under sentence of death at Liege. The 
matter came up some days ago sub- 
sequent to the execution in Belgium of 
Miss Cavell, the English nurse. 

The executions reported tonight in 
advices from Amsterdam, it was be- 
lieved, had no connection with the re- 
port as to the thirty sentences imposed 
at Liege.

PREDICTED FOR SWEDEN 


Steady Curtailment of Sale of 
Liquor Since the War

Stockholm, Sweden.——(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—Although 
nothing so drastic as the prohibition 
measures of Russia has been attemtped 
in Sweden, there has been, since the be- 
ginning of the war, a steady and sys- 
tematic curtailment in the sale of 
liquor, which is approvingly regarded 
by temperance advocates @s a decided 
step toward absolute prohibition.

Fay’s associations, his purchases of 
explosives, experiments with bombe 
and his sources of financial aid, to- 
gether with his previous standing in 
Germany, Mr. Marshall said, are to be 
made the subject of minute inquiry. 

“Fay'’s arrest, after he had been 
watched for weeks, was ordered be- 
cause it was feared he was on the 
verge of making use of the bombs 
which he had prepared,” said Mr. Mar- 
shall, “but now that we have him in 
custody the government will deHb- 
erately continue to investigate all the 
ramifications of the plotting, if there 
were any ramifications. o far we 
have no evidence to show that Fay 
acted'on other than his own respon- 
stbility. Only the verification of ali 
that Fay has said in his confession will 
determine whether or not there are to 
be more arrests.”

J. G. Rawlins, in a confession he made 
just before he went to the gallows ex- 
onerated his sons of all connection 
with the murder of the Carter chil- 
dren. 
Father Went to Gallows. 
The history of the Rawlins case is 


familiar not only to Georgians, but its 
progress was watched throughout the 
| greater part of the United States. It 
was before the supreme court of Geor- 
gia three times and the supreme court 
of the United States twice, the judg- 
ment of the lower courts being affirm- 
ed in every instance, J. G. Rawlins, 
the father of the three boys, paying the 
penalty for his crime with his life. The 
death sentences passed on Milton and 
Jesse Rawlins were later commuted to 
life imprisonment, which penalty had 
already been imposed on Leonard Raw- 
lins and on the 10th day of November, 
1911, Hoke Smith, then governor of 
Georgia, granted a full pardon to Leon- 
ard and Jesse, both of whom, it is 
claimed, have made good citizens since 
being given their freedom and are now 
working a farm given them by their 
grandfather in Coffee county and are 


a 


making a living for their widowed 
mother. 
J. G. Rawlins and his three sons, 


Milton, aged 19; Leonard, aged 18, and 
Jesse, aged 16, were convicted in the 
cowndes county superior court in July, 
JUo, Of the murder of the Carter chil- 


—_ Pd 


and Jesse, being sentenced to death 
and Leonard to life imprisonment. The 
case was then appealed to the supreme 
court of Georgia, and that court on No- 
vember 8, 1905, affirmed the court be- 
low. Then the case was carried to the 
Supreme court of the United States on 
a writ of error on the ground that no 
preachers, doctors, railroad men, den- 
tists or lawyers were on the jury that 
tried them. The Georgia supreme 
court- was affirmed on April 16, 1906 
by the highest court in the nation. All 
of the defendants were then sentenced 
again to be hanged except Leonard. 


Father Exonerated Sons. 


An extraordinary motion was then 
made upon the ground that the father 
J. G Rawlins, had made a full and 
complete confession, exonerating his 
boys and stating that he had hired 
Alf Moore, a negro, and was to pay 
him $110 to kill ola man Carter, but 
this confession came too late to do the 
boys any good in the courts of the 
State, and the supreme court of Geor- 
Zia again affirmed the court below on 
July 27, 1906. All were ,again sen- 
tenced to death except Leonard. 

Then their counsel made a motion 
to set aside the verdict in the court be- 
low on the ground that the record 
failed to show on the minutes of the 
court that they were present or their 
counsel was present, and asked if they 
had anything to say why sentence of 
death should not be pronounced upon 
them. This motion was overruled by 
the trial judge, and the case again 
went to the supreme court of Georgia 
for the third time, the lower court be- 
ing affirmed on the 28th day of No- 
vember, 1906. From this decision the 
case went to the federal courts, a peti- 
tion for a writ of habgas corpus be- 
ing presented to Judge Speer, who de- 
clined it, and an appeal was taken to 
the supreme court of the United States 
upon the ground that the record failed 
to show the presence of the defend- 
ants in court when sentence was pro- 
nounced. Judge Speer was affirmed on 
November 6, 1906. The father and two 
s0n8 were again sentenced to die. 

Then ‘came the application far com- 
mutation of sentence, which was de- 
nied as to J. G. Rawlins, but commu- 
tation was granted to Milton and Jesse 
Rawlins by Governor J. M. Terrell. J 
SP saat cto was hanged in December, 


Two Brothers Pardoned. 
On November 15, 1911, Governor Smith 


granted a full pardon to Jesse and 
Leonard Rawlins, but declined to show 


the same clemency to Milton, the old- 
est of the three. 
No one believes more in the inno- 


cence of the boys than John R. Cooper, 
who has fought for them from the be- 
ginning and practically without any 
additional compensation, because he be- 
lieves in their innocence and because 
he promised the father of the boys 
never to stop fighting until the boys 
were free. 3 

In his confession, made just before 
his execution, the father of the boys 
declared they had nothing to do with 
the crime, declaring that he paid Alf 
Moore to kill Carter and that he never 
intended that the Carter children should 
be harmed, as he had nothing against 
them. but instead of killing Carter the 
negro killed the children.

UN CONSPIRACY CHARGE 


Alleged They Raised Slush 
Fund to Use in “Wet” and 
“Dry” Election. 


Sullivan, Ind., October 30.—Thirty 
men, including high officials of brew- 
fens companies and a justice of peace, 
were indicted by the Sullivan county 


grand jury here today on charges of 
conspiring to commit a felony in the 
“wet” and “dry” election here last 
May. Separate indictments were re- 
turned against the Terre Haute Brew- 
ing company, of Terre Haute; the F. W. 
Cook Brewing company, of Evansville, 
and the Anheuser-Busch Brewing asso- 


‘ciation, of St. Louis, charging corrup- 


tion in connection with the election. 

Amgng the brewing company offi- 
cials named were: Gus B. Mahan, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Cook company; 
Adolph B. Smith, general sales manager 
of the same concern; George Maier, 
secretary of the Terre Haute company, 
and Waiter G. Himmelbauer, assistant 
to Maier. George Wheeler, Terre Haute 
saloonkeeper, and Ben Whittington, a 
justice of the peace, also were in- 
dicted. 

It is alleged in the indictment that 
the “wets” raised a slush fund to be 
used for importing voters and buying 
votes. The money paid for votes is 
said to have ranged from 50 cents to 
$9 each. The brewing companies are 
charged with y= Nye ia lig to the fund. 
Whittington’s office is alleged to have 
been the headquarters o the con- 
spiracy. 


HILLIS AND FERGUSON 
AGREE TO ARBITRATE 


New York, October 30.—To avoid a 
public controversy, which it was feared 
might endanger the welfare of the 
church, the Rev. Dr, Newell Dwight Hil- 
lis, pastor of Plymouth church, Brook- 
lyvn, and Frank I. Ferguson, for about 
five years Dr. Hillis’ confidential] busi- 
ness administrator, agreed today to 
submit their differences to arbitration. 

All matters in dispute are to be set- 
tled out of court by a board of three 
arbitrators, of whom Dr. Hillis is to 
select one and Mr. Ferguson another. 
These two arbitrators will name the 
third. Public discussion by the prin- 
cipals of the charges and counter 
charges of the past few weeks is to 
cease. 

Matters in dispute concern chiefly 
Mr. Ferguson’s stewardship of Dr. Hil- 
lis’ business affairs. Under an order 
signed October 23 by Judge Dike in 
county court, the pastor’s financial 
matters and business ventures were to 
be brought into court November 6. The 
story of the clergyman’s investments 
in timber lands in Alaska and those 
of friends who were guided by his ad- 
vice, with their consequent losses, 
| seemed about to become public from 
the witness stand. This order was va- 
cated yesterday. 

When the arbitration board makes its 
findings public announcement will be 
made, it is said, but none of the matters 
brought out in effecting it will be dis- 
closed. 


ADDIS AND BLAIR FINED 
FOR NEUTRALITY BREACH 


San Francisco, October 30.—Dr. 
Thomas Addis and Ralph K. Blair, both 
of San Francisco, convicted of violat- 
ing the neutrality of the United States 
by conspiring to hire and retain men 
in this country for the British army, 
were fined $1,000 each in the United 
States district court today. No prison 
sentence was imposed. 

Blair and Addis were found guilty 
Wednesday on an instructed verdict, 
following a trial in which it was ad- 
mitted by stipulation that they were 
active in sending men back to Eng- 
land with funds supplied by A. Carnegie 
Ross, British consul here. It was claim- 
ed as a defense: that these men were 
| not hired for military service. Notice 
of appeal was given. 

“But for the mitigating circum- 
stances,” Judge Maurice T: Dooling said, 
“the penalty would have been more 
severe as a sort of example to other 
patriots who live in this country, but 
whose patriotism does not extend so 
much to this country as to the country 
they left.”

DARRANA WON'T DEAL 
THROUGH UNITED STATES 


Hereafter He Will Treat Direct 
With European Governments. 
Washington Agrees. 


Washington, October 30.—General 
Carranza has made it clear throughsthe 
foreign office of his government that 
he does not desire to deal with Eu- 
ropean governments through the Unit- 
ed States, and officials of the state de- 
partment are in accord with his course. 

Some of the European powers which 
have not yet recognized the de facto 
government have been transmitting 
representations through American of- 
ficilals in Mexico. General Carranza 
now desires that foreign governments 
deal directly with him. 

This pSlicy is expected to hasten 
recognition of the Carranza govern- 
ment by the powers uf Europe. Thom- 
as B. Hohler, charge d@’affaires of the 
British legation in Mexico, who is in 
Ihe United States, will start in a few 
days for Mexico to extend the recogni- 
tion of Great Britain. Austria already 
has recognized Carranza and there 
have been indications that Russia, 
France and Japan will do so at an ear- 
ly date. 

General Carranza’s action is not un- 
derstood here to apply to matters of 
vital consequence in which the United 
States, as the nearest neighbor and 
friend to Mexico, would continue to ex- 
ercise its good offices. It refers to rou- 


‘LORD MILNER ATTACKS 
BRITISH GOVERNMENT 


London, October 30.—Speaking at 
Canterbury tonight, Viscount Milner, 
who recently raised a stir in the house 
of lords by suggesting the withdrawal 
of the troops from Gallipoli, vigorous- 
ly denounced “the policy of secrecy,” 
which he declared had charatterized 
the conduct of the war up to the pres- 


ent. 

“Tf,” hee said, “such grave faults 
and blunders as delay in providing 
shells, a barefaced attempt to conceal 
it, blunders in the Dardanelles and a 
pacsomane failure of our policy in the 

alkans—if things Like these are al- 
lowed to be glossed over, we must not 
expect, and we should never deserve, 
to see our affairs more wisely con- 
ducted in the future. I cannot under- 
stand how anybody can contemplate 
our failure adequately to support Ser- 
bia after what we promised, or our 
belated attempt to buy help from 
Greece by offering a part of our pos- 
sessions, without a sense of deep hu- 
miliation. 

“In order to win the war we have 
to be prepared for an effort far greater 
and sterner than we foresaw when the 
war began.” 


CARRANZA AND VILLA 
DENOUNCED BY SMITH 


Boston, October 30.—The activities of 
both the Carranza and the Villa fac- 
tions in Mexico have been inspired and 
controlled from a place within the 
shadow of the white house United 
States Senator William A. Smith, of 
Michigan, asserted at a_ republican 
rally tonight, in criticising the admin- 
istration policy in Mexican affairs. 

“IT tell you,” he said, “that the move- 
ments of Carranza and Villa, those two 
bandits, received their inspiration 
within five minutes’ walk of the white 
house and the work has gone on with- 
out an arrest being made.”

New York, October 30.—The city 
budget for 1916 will be aboug $214,000,- 
000, or approximately $15,000,000 high- 
er than that of 1915, according to semi- 
official estimates made today. This 
means an advance of 18 points in the 
tax rate of the greater city. The aver- 
age tax rate of the five boroughs at 
present is $1.92. 

The total of the budget includes 
nearly $14,000,000, which the city must 
pay as its share of the state direct 
tax and indicates a rise in the general 
city tax Fate to about 2.10 per cent.

Dr. Williams was a far and broad- 
visioned minister and a great leader 
in the forward movements of. his 
church and conference. He was a trus- 
tee of The Wesleyan Christian Advo- 
cate, the official organ of the two Geor- 
gia conferences; he was president of 
the board of trustees of the South Geor- 
gia conference orphans’ home, Macon; 
chairman of the committee on admis- 
sion, and treasurer of the legal confer- 
ence, all of which vacancies created by 
his death must be filled at the next 
session of the conference. 

Rev. W. F. Quillian, a member of the 
noted Georgia family of this name, will 
accept a pastorate this year at the 
(Cordele conference. He is an alumnus 
of Emory college and was for several 
years the honored and successful pres- 
ident of Warthen college, Wrightsville, 
and later rendered effective missionary 
service in Monterey, Mexico, and was 
afterwards, for several years, the ac- 
ceptable and efficient preBident of the 
Methodist Training school, Nashville, 
Tenn.

The Cherokee 
Heights church will take rank at once 
with the leading middle class appoint- 
ments, and will be, doubtless, in the 
next decade, one of the best appoint- 
ments within the bounds of our con- 
ference. 

Revs. Moore and Tillman have re- 
cently conducted gracious revivals in 
Americus and Thomasville, and will 
close the current conference year with 
a great evangelistic campaign in Syl- 
vester. While the earlier part of the 
year was one of great depression in 
church finances, yet the return of 
prosperity in the fall has brought to 
the church, as well as to business in- 
terests, a renewed and re-enforced 
financial confidence, which will mean 
that practically .all of the charges of 
the conferences will report collections 
in full for the year. 

Glorious Revivals Held. 


Several glorious revivals have been 
held during the year in the cities, 
larger towns and country places, and a 
highly gratifying increase in. member- 
ship has been thus gained.

Judge Orders Defendant 
Acquitted on Wilkinson 
Notes Count and on Charge 
of Abstracting $15,000.

Macon. Ga., October 30.—(Special.)— 
The defense in the case of the United 
States v. M. M. Lowery, cashier of the 
defunct Americus National bank, 
scored two weighty points today when 
Judge Lambdin, in the district court, 
ordered that the jury acquit the de- 
fendant on the Wilkinson notes count 
and on the charge of abstracting $15,- 
000. 

Friday Judge Lambdin gave a like 
order the jury in’ regard to the 
abstraction of $2,000, ordering’ the 
jury to acquit Lowery on this count. 
A motion to quash the count regard- 
ing the Roach note was overruled and 
testimony to substantiate the charge 
was heard.

Albert L. Reese, of Americus, an 
expert accountant for many years, who 
has been working with the receiver of

He also said the books as kept by

Defendant on Stand. 

Lowery, testifying in his own behalf,

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The tremendous advantages of pub- 
lic schools in the thirty-nine Georgia 
counties, which have systems of spe- 
cial local taxation for the support of 
these schools in addition to the state's 
appropriation, over the facilities and 
efficiency of schools in counties which 
do not have a local tax, is convincing- 
ly shown in reports which Superintend- 
ent of Education M. L. Brittain hase re- 
ceived from the school] officials of the 
various counties which use the local 
tax system. 

In these thirty-nine counties the 
schools have gone forward rapidly, and 
have proven by their efficient primary 
work of great benefit to city schools. 

There are in many counties systems 
of direct special school taxation used. 
Investigations by the state department 
of education has shown that ‘not only 
is thé local county tax superior to the 
district tax system, but that in in- 
stances the district tax is acting as an 
actual handicap to the schools of the 
remainder of a county, because the dis- 
trict tax is preventing the. establish- 
ment of a county tax system. 

Besides the need of system of local 
county taxation in every county of the 
state, Superintendent Brittain points 
‘out that the constitution of Georgia

PROBATION WORK 


Recorder Johnson Issues 
Statement Explaining His 
Position With Reference to 
Probation Officer Coogler. 


Recorder George FE. Johnson last 
night declared that he was not at ‘log- 
gerheads” with Probation Officer Coog- 
ler, who, it has been rumored, is slated 
by the recorder and his friends on the 
police board for removal from office. 

The recorder charges that Officer 
Coogler has not fully complied with 

, all his wishes, and cites an instance 
where the probation officer, he says, 
disobeyed his orders. 

The recorder explains in detail in his 
Statement, given the reporters, what 
his idea of probation work is, and de- 
clares that the committee appointed by 
the poiice board to investigate Coog- 
ler’s department will handle the inves- 
tigation judicially and for the best in- 
terest of the citizens of Atlanta. 

Recorder’s Statement. 

“I deny that I have been at logger- 
heads with Adult Probation Officer 8. 
J. Coogler, as was published Saturday 
in one of the papers. My attitude to- 
wards him has been nothing more than 
that of the head of the department to 
a subordinate. The, probation depart- 
ment comes under my jurisdiction. I 
am responsible to the people of the en- 
tire city for the proper conduct and ad- 
ministration of all departments that 
are connected with my court. Mr. 
Coogler is responsible to the board of 
police commissioners. 

“There is nothing personal or politi- 
cal that I have against Coogler, and 
whatever differences there are between 
us are the result of his failure to re- 
concile his ideas with mine. When I! 
went into office I pledged myself to a 
business administration. I found the 
probation department operated in @ 
Slip-shod manner. There was no sys- 
tem of bookkeeping, and when I learned 
that approximately $20,000 had been 
collected through the probation officer 
Trom delinquent husbands to be paid to 
wives and families, maturally I de- 
manded that the department cease han- 
dling money direct. 

“I did not cause the probation officer 
to discontinue class Bb probation, and 
it was not because of any personal ani- 
mosity or distrust in the probation of- 
ficer. I told him at the time that I 
was opposed to the sytsem of collect- 
ing money through the Office, and I 
stated that if the city council would 
require the chief probation officer to 
give bond I would restore the practice, 
but under a new system. I am opposed 
to husbands paying money into the 
probation office, and I believe it best 
for the probation officer to require 
probationers to carry their stipulated 
amounts to their wives themselves di- 
rect, and in this manner keep the fam- 
ily from drifting apart. This has been 
done and now is being done, and I 
don’t know that the probation system 
has been injured in any respect. 

' Probationer Loses Job, 
not succeeded in 
to every recommendation 
that I have made. Only recently he 
drew up an agreement that was direct- 
ly in opposition to my expressed views 
against keeping husbands separated 
from their wives, and one probationer 
came to me and asked to be allowed 
to pay his fine and be taken off pro- 
bation because he lost his job for an 
effort he had made to have his mother- 
r collect his wages.

y letting him know that tne court and 
the attaches are going to help him, 
and not make criminals out of them, or 
force them to lose all self-respect. 

“I want probation under my admin- 
istration to be helpful to those who 
are placed on probation, and the only 
Way to get results through system. 
Rather than force tapayers of At- 
lanta to spend money on a bad sys- 
tem I- would heartily favor the com- 
plete abolition of the department. 

“When | became interested in pro- 
bation ‘work in connection with the re- 
corder’s court | had heped to make the 
department the starting point of my 
plan to establish farms for the cor- 
rection of delinquent husbands, sons 
and fathers, and | have hopes still that 
my plans will work out. hope soon 
to see this work broadened. 

Beneficial Agency. 

“There is vast opportunity for mak- 
ing the probation work of the record- 
er’s court a most beneficial agency, but 
it cannot be done, except by @ compe- 
tent man, in a systematic manner. The 
department costs the people of Atlanta 
$3,120 a year in salaries alone. This 
should insure the best possible serv- 
ice and the best results. And it is to 
this end that I am working and will 
continue to work. 

“Recently the board of 
missioners, after hearing 
of the probe committee, appointed a 
committee composed of Hon. W. P. 
Fain, Hon. Edwin F. Johnson and Hon. 
Sam A. Wardlaw, together with my- 
self and Chief of Police Mayo as ex- 
officio members, to take up the proba- 
tion matter and get it adjusted, to 
use the exact words of the board, ‘so 
as to get better results.’

Presbyterians of First Church 
Will Hold “Home-Coming Day” 


The passing of the structure at 94 
Marietta street, where the congregation 
of the First Presbyterian church wor- 
sShiped for years, will be marked this 
morning with services of ‘tHome-Come 
ing Day,” since within a few weeks, 
possibly two, the new building at 
Peachtree and Seventeenth streets now 
in process of completion will be ready. 

Preparations have been completed to 
make this occasion commensurate in 
importance with the move it commemo- 
rates in the history of the parent 
church of all the Presbyterian churches 
in the city. Special music and decora- 
tions have been arranged and the prin- 
cipal address will be delivered by the 
pastor, Rev. Dr. J. Sprole Lyon, on “A 
Bright Outlook.” Resident and visit- 
ing Presbyterians and the public gen- 
erally are invited to attend these ex- 
ercises. 

“~ Target for Shells. 

Members of the congregation of the 
First Presbyterian church have wor- 
shiped at 94 Marietta street since 1852, 
when the original structure was com- 
pleted. This building was the center of 
many stirring scenes during the stormy 
period of the war, and its spire was 
target/for shells thrown by Sherman’s 
invading army. The edifice, which is 
now about to be closed for a more 
modern one situated to suit the de- 
mands of the city’s growth and change, 
replaced the original building in 1877. 

Until 1848 the only place of worship 
in the town was a log building known 
as the Male academy, situated in an 
angle at the junction of Peachtree and 
North Pryor streets, and which was 
employed. by all denominations repre- 
sented here in that day as a meeting 
center. It was in this building, Janu- 
ary 8, 1848, that Rev. John S. Wilson, 
Decatur, formed the Presbyterians into 
a denominational congregation. The 
first three ruling elders were Joe Kel- 
sey, Oswald Houston and James Davis, 
to whom A. F. Luckie was shortly 
added. 

On January 28, 1850, the following 
trustees were appointed: John Glenn, 
G. T. McGinley, Oswald Houston, J. A. 
Davis, Judge Ruben 
Cone and Joseph Pitts. The lot on 
Marietta street was purchased from 
Judge Cone for $300 and on this site 
the first building was erected of brick 
at a cost of $4,200. 

The site they chose, which is now lost 
in the business blocks of the modern 


city, was relatively as much in the 


heart of the fashionable residence sec- 
tion in 1852, as the corner of Peachtree 
and Seventeenth is today. The quaint 
colonial home of the Austells, which 
stands by the “old” home of the First 
Presbyterian church, was a type of the 
residences which were the centers of 
fashionable life on Marietta, Walton, 
Cone, Luckie and Decatur streets. In 
these residences lived the Moores, the 
Speers, the Harrisons, the Markhgms, 
the Haydens, the Cones and other peo- 
ple of substance and standing who were 
leaders in the infant congregation. 
Elders of the Church. 


Until 1858 the original church was 
known as the Presbyterian Church of 
Atlanta. After that date the “First 
Presbyterian Church of Atlanta” came 
into being. The ruling elders of the 
church from 1858 to 1872 were: Berry- 
man D. Shumate, May 3, 1858; L. B. 
Davis and James Hoge, January 1%, 
1862; S. B. Hoyt, William McMillan and 
W. P. Inman, January 26, 1862; _ Vz. 
Thompson, January, 1864; Joseph lL. 
King, November 26, 1865: W. M. Lowry, 
June 15, 1866; James Robinson, Wil- 
liam A. Powell and C. M. Barry, Sep- 
tember 27, 1868: T. D. Frierson, Wil- 
liam A. Moore and J. Alexander, 
January 28, 1812. 

The first step taken to erect the 
church which for thirtv-eight years 
has ‘been the First Presbyterian church 
was the appointment of a finance com- 
mittee with Captain James W. Eng- 
lish, president of the Fourth National 
bank, as chairman. The other mem- 
bers were Alfred Austell, W. P. Inman, 
‘B. F. Longley and L. Bellingrath. In 
a report to William M. Lowry, chair- 
man of the board of trustees in No- 
vember,

tions.

The statement to 
be published at Washington next Tues- 
day will doubtless show that what hap- 
pened here this week also happened at 
the other eleven principal export 

ints. 

* ansoebint to the statement just 
given out at Washington, this country $3 
excess of exports over imports for the 
nine months’ ended September 30 : 
amounted to $1,227,000,000, compared 

with $57,330,000 for the corresponding 
period of last year. On the basis of 
the weekly and daily figures given out 
since September 30, therefore, this 
country will have for the twelve 
menths ended December 31 an excess 
of exports over imports of $2,000,000,- 
000. The largest yearly trade balance 
heretofore shown by the United States 
was $650,000,000. That was in 1898. 

Huge International Financing. 

What is Iikely to be the result, In- 
dustrially and financially, of this coun- 
try’s trade balance for 1915, which will 
be three times larger than the previous 
high-record figures? International 
bankers agree that the first results of 
our unprecedented foreign trade situa- 
tion will be an increase in our loans to 
other countries. England, France, 
Russia and Italy naturally will have 
the first call, simply because so far 
those countries have been our best cus- 
tomers. That is shown by the follow- 
ing table giving all of the foreign 
loans made by us since the Huropean 
war began:

If the war continued for another 
year, as many people on both sides of 
the Atlantic are now predicting, this 
country will make loans far in excess 
of those shown above. Then, too, if we 
expect to do business in South America 
and other neutral countries we will 
have to advance the credit which here- 
tofore has been given by England or 
Germany. But, aside from such de- 
mands that will be made upon us 4 
the world’s new financial center, we 
will be forced to make .other loans to 
the allies because of the heavy record- 
breaking export statements now being 
published at Washington. | 

Gold Imports $310,000,000. 

Our foreign loans, however, will not 
absorb the advantages of our position 
as the only country of the first class 
which is offering a free market to the. 
rest of the world. In the first place, 
the credit we are extending the allies 
will bring in new business. Then ou! 
heavy gold imports will act as an off- 
set to the loans to be made to the al- 
lies. Gold imports for the calendar yea! 
1915, including this week’s shipments 
from Canada and London direct, have 
already reached the staggering sum of 
$310,000,000 net. Before December 31 
England will be forced to send us either 
directly or by way of Canada many 
shipments of gold to bolster up the 
market for sterling exchange. That is 
evident from this week’s decline in 
sterling in the face of the good receipts 
to the lowest level touched since the 
$500,000,000 loan was arranged. 

What the exact gold import figures 
for 1915 will be no one can-say; but the 
receipts for the year to date compare 
with $158,163,000, the previous largest 
gold imports for any full year. 
~ On October 1 of this year the general 
stock of gold in this country, including 
bullion and coin, was $2,141,782,0090. 
For the same time a year ago it was 
only $1,861,838,000. Every new ship- 
ment of $1,000,000 gold received from 
outside countries ‘and places in our 
banks increases the lending power of 
those banks by $5,000,000. Most of the 
$300,000,000 gold received by us so far 
this year from other countries has 
already found its way to our banks, 
which means that the lending power 
of those banks has been increased by 
$1,500,000,000. 

Danger of Inflation. 

In discussing this week the financial 
effects of our growing foreign trade 
balance, one of the best known and 
most conservative international bank- 
ers in Wall street surnmed up his views 
with: “We will soon have to begin 
rubbing our eyes to make sure we are 
not dreaming.” Country-wide indus- 
trial activity is just as sure to keep 
pace with our growing trade balance 
as the night is sure to follow the day. 
From now on this country’s great 
problem will be not to get business, but 
to check crazy overdevelopment and 
dangerous. inflation. 

In that connection it is worth while 
pointing out that the railroads of the 
country are already confronted with a 
serious car shortage, some of the trunk 
lines having actually declared an em- 
bargo this week on export freight. In 
the New England states, in the south, 
in the west and southwest all reports 
state that the railroads are experienc- 
ing a steady increase in merchandise 


fand miscellaneous freight as well as ™ 


grain. 

It was exactly a year ago this week 
that gross earnings of the railroads 
were shown successive decreases, divi- 
dends were being reduced, salaries and 
wages cut and a {flood of foreign 
liquidation predicted. That the railroad 
industry is now on the upturn was evi- 
dent from this week’s developments.

Bnngs About Overdue Decline 


Many Take “War Babe” 
Huge Profits for Invest- 
ment in Upturned Railway 
and Other Standard Issues. 


New York, October 30.—(Special.)— 
The war stocks were heavily sold dur- 
‘ing the past week, ostensibly because 
of talk of peace in Europe, but very 
few well-informed people bélieved that 
such was probable. The reason for 
the declines in these issues in the stock 
market was that big holders have be- 
come somewhat tired of the slow move- 
ment of many of their specialties 
(slow as compared with what had been 
seen, and wished to_have a basis for a 
new advance. The reaction which took 
place had been long overdue. Another 
reason for selling was that many who 
have large profits in industrials wish 
‘to have funds to take advantage of the 
rise in railroad issues, which is well 
under way. They, therefore, sold their 
Specialties and bought large quantities 
of the rails, thereby aiding materially 
in the advance which the latter have 
had. After some signs of easing up 
in the volume of trading the week be- 
fore, transactions in stocks were again 

large scale during the past 
far as can be determined, 
time in many years there 
are sO many outsiders in the security 
markets that they practically control 
affairs. Professional traders have tried 
repeatedly to head the market one way 
or the other, but without success. They 
were working for a reaction for a long 
time and failed to get it. When this 
latest reaction came, it found a large 
part of the professional element on the 
bull side One reason for the strength 
of the public’s position has been the re- 
duced amount of trading on margins. 
At the present time, there are vast 
quantitics of even the most speculative 
issues owned outright, and the recent 
move of stock brokers to hola margings 
up to a figure beyond the reach of ever 
the extraordirary fluctuations which 
have been seen of late has made the 
market one that is not easily shaken 
out, It was noticeable that at the 
height of the reaction during the past 
week, commission hvuses were flvod- 
ed with buying orders, while many 
Standing orders to buy at prices below 
the prices which have been prevailing 
for a long time were caught and the 
stock purchased. This is conclusive 
proof that the public seems to be trad- 
ing with a more level head than has 
ever been known before during a time 
of activity in securities. It is proba- 
ble that the warnings against over 
trading and too heawy speculative, also 
too light margins, have never been s0 
meneraliy heeded before. As a result, 
with every condition of finance, com- 
merce, railroad business, crops, etc., 
working on the side of strength in se- 
curities, it is probable that the public 
will get the major part of the profits 
possible in securities. In former times, 
aemall group of very rich men usually, 
Skimmed all of the cream off of the 
profits because of the lamb-like way 
that the public allowed itself to be 
seared out of the market on ®very dip. 
it has been a strange sight to the sea- 
soned members of the security market 
to see people who never traded in their 
lives before hanging on to. stocks 
through breaks of 10 to 20 points and 
then when the recovery came, taking 
good profits. There has been large 
amount, of money iost in Wall street 
all during this recent speculative wave, 
but stranger than the way the public 
has acted has been the fact that the 
greatest losses have been by the most 
experienced traders. They have al- 
ways found it safe to go short when 
Stocks rose too rapidly, but many of 
them have gone short recently and 
found that ail rules ‘are forzotten in 
the kind of market which has existed 
in the last ten.or twelve weeks. 

Money Continues Cheap. 

The money market does not show any 
signs of permanent firmness. At times 
there nas been a little hardening ter- 
dency, but this seldom lasts more than 
a day, and is due to temporary condi- 
tions as funds are too mlentiful to al- 
low loaning rates to stay above 3 or 
4 per cent for near maturities and 2 
per cent for call loans for any length 
of time. As soon as funds do show 
a tendency towards tightening, fresh 
offerings are made from one quarter 
or another of money to loan. 

The foreign exchange market was 
very irregular during the past week, 
with rapid easing, due to the continued 
aber of the trade balance of the 
Jnited States followed by recoveries 
in rates due to the buying in of ex- 
change or the covering of shorts. The 
trade balance against various Euro- 
pean countries has grown to such an 
extent that the recent $500,000,000 loan 
has already almost ceased to be an in- 
fluence on exchange. Temporary cred- 
its of above $300,000,000 have been ar- 
ranged for the benefit of France, Great 
Britain, Russia and Italy during the! 
past week. Small additional shipments 
of gold have arrived in the last few 
days from various sources, but the con- 
gestion of gold in the United States is 
60 disquieting to bankers who fear in- 
flation that efforts are being made to 
have Europe keep its gold and borrow 
here instead. 

The export movement in the last few 
weeks has been beyond even the wild- 
est imaginings of what the earlier days 
of the war could have conceived. In 
One day recently. the port of New York 
alone had $21,000,000 in exports. 
‘exports from the port of New York 
alone have been running at a rate equal 
to that of the entire country in normal 
times. A trade balance of $50,000,000 
to $70,000,000 a week for the whele 
country has been reported almost each 
week lately, And the recent loan to the 
allies would cover less than ten weeks 
of such. For the month of October, 
a trade balance of $200,000,000 for the 
country is indicated by the returns of 
the first three weeks of almost $150,- 
000,000, of which $70,000,000 was fur- 
nished by the third week.; Exports 
for the third week of $98,777,016 were 
the highest for any week that the 
country has ever known, but current 

lans for shipments at various points 
ndicate that this record will be ex- 
ceeded during the next few weeks. P

Various industries are booming in a} 
way which “suggests that they are; 
about to enter a period of their great- | 
est prosperity, but in no place has there | 
been such a recovery as is being seen in | 
the oil industry. Oil prices has been 
more depressed, in proportion, than. 
had those of steel, copper, wool, cotton, 
or any other raw or tinished material | 
which is extensively used. Oil prices 
had been knocked to a low point, less 
than 35 per cent of.that prevailing in 
normal times, by acombination of over- 
production and the depression brought 
on by the war. Over two-thirds of the 
loss has now been recovered in the 
market for finished products, while 
crude oil prices are at a level which 
brings back over half of the loss. 

Mixed Trends for Metals. 

The copper metal market has been 
dull during the past week as a result 
of the eftorts of large consumers to 
outstay the producers, It is known, 
however, that large buying of copper 
will be absolutely necessary before long 
owing to the many recent large orders 
for munitions whick have been placed 
in this country. Manufacturers of va- 
rious goods in which copper is used are 
at the present time at a point where 
they have to buy, but they are placing 
day-to-day orders in some cases. As 
the producing interests feel that they 
have the situation entirely in their own 
hands they are holding copper prices 
firmly at about 18 cents a pound. 

The steel market is now being spok- 
en of as a “runaway market,” one 
where even the sellers are unable to 
keep prices down owing to the fact 
that more business is being offered 
than can possibly be filled for nearby 
deliveries. Prices nave been advanced 
for nearly all of the leading products 
in the last week or two, and premiums 
of $2 to $10 a ton are reported for al- 
most every product. Orders for fully 
1,000,000 tons have been refused dur- 
ing the last week or two, according to 
reports in steel market circles, owing 
to inability to make the quick deliveries 
which were asked. Steel “companies 
which have been “dead” or extremely 
inert for years are now working extra 
shifts of-labor at top capacity. 

Huge arrivals of wheat caused de- 
pression and easing in prices, but sup- 
port was given on every sharp dip oy 
the persistent export buying. Peace talk 
and rumors of re-selling by foreigners 
more than offset the strong technical 
position of the market. Recent esti- 
mates of export buying are now believed 
to have been too small, as it ‘s said 
that foreigners are covering up their 
purchases better than ever before. 

Impreved Cotton Outlook. 

The long-overdue reaction in the cot- 
ton market took place during the past 
week, a reaction’ resulting from the 
large number of speculators in the lead- 
ing markets and in the south who had 
been long of cottom for weeks. With 
many of the weaker accounts shaken 
out, the market is now believed to be 
in a better position for permanent 
strength than it had been until thig 
slump came. On the declines, export- 
ers and spinners were large buyers, this 
being the first time since cotton cross- 
ed 12 cents for the nearby futures 
in New York that there has been buying 
in this market of any material size 
for the trade. The census report was 
about as expected, showing that the 
ginning is falling behind last year and 
the year before.

A well-known English surgeon gives the 
reason for this peculiar sensation in an in- 
teresting article he has prepared on “Sur- 
gery in the Army.”

“It is a well-known fact that not merely 
for a few hours but for weeks and even 
months after a limb has been cut off or 
taken off, the person seems to feel sensa- 
tions in it, or rather in the place where it 
ouce was, and is conscious of it in different 
positions as though it were present. These 
sensations are very vivid for a time; the 
patient says that he feels his lost arm lying 
by his side, or on his breast, or even that 
he has a peculiar tingling or aching in the 
fingers that are gone, and the like. 

“Precisely similar sensations are noticed 
when a leg has been amputated. But the 
common idea that these sensations have 
anything to do with.the lost limb-itself is 
very childish, for this may be thrown in 
the fire immediately after removal, or 
otherwise destroyed or mutilated, and the 
natient will know nothing of it if he is not 
old. 

“The true explanation is very simple.

TO CLEAR BEETLES out of cup- 
boards and larders, sprinkle a little 
benzine over the boards and it will kill 
the eggs as well as the insects. 

TO IMPROVE THE FLAVOR OF 
OLD POTATOES and prevent them 
from turning black, add a little miik 
to the water in which they are coiled. 

TO POLISH A COPPER, take a lit- 
tle finely powdered bathbrick, moisten 
with vinegar, and when it is mixed to 
a paste rub a little on the copper. Let 
it stand for a time, then rub off and 
polish with a soft cloth. 

FOR HOME-MADE LEMONADE, 
take two and a half pounds of sugar, 
four lemons, two and a haif cuarts of 
boiling water, two ounces of citric acid. 
Place all the ingredients in a large 
how! and pour boiling water over, stir- 
ring until the sugar is dissolved. 

BEFORE CUTTING NEWLY 
BAKED BREAD always dip the knife 
in boiling water. 

A LITTLE KEROSENE ON A RAG 
polishes zine cans and baths to an al- 
most silvery appearance. 

TO PREVENT NEEDLES AND 
PINS FROM RUSTING, stick them 
into a piece of flannel which has been 
saturated with machine oil. This can 
be folded up and kept in a tin box. 

WHEN SPRINKLING CLOTHES, 
use hot water, which dampens them 
more evenly. Tennis and cricket flan- 
nels showld be washed in lukewarm 
soft water and rinsed in same—not 
cold; it prevents them from shrinking 
or drying hard. 

JUGS OR BASINS in which milk is 
kept should be well scoured with salt 
at least once a week. 

IF THE COLOR HAS BEEN 
TAKEN FROM SILKS by acids it may 
be restored by applying to the spots a 
little hartshorn .or sal volatile. 

WHEN CAKE TINS ARE WORN 
THIN, scatter a little sand over the 
oven shelf before putting in the tin: 
this prevents the cake from burning in 
the baking. 

SHOULD A‘'MEAT-MINCER OR AN 
EGG-BEATER WORK HARD, put 
glycerin in the bearings. It is a lubri- 
cant which will not taste in the food, 
and is not at all harmful.

No less interesting 
is the fact that thousands of women 
are succeeding in lines of endeavor 
never essayed before. Women are 
taking the lesson from England, 
where the women have not ventured 
in many and varied business under- 
takings. 

The English women were determined 
from the start that there should be no 
1ood famine. Many, inspired by a feel- 
ing of patriotism and others because 
they were compelled to earn their liv- 
ing, are working on the farms and 
learning to cultivate them in a scien- 
tific manner. 

After working on stock farms of 
others for a short time many of these 
enthusiastic workers discover that 
even the feeding of pedigree pigs, 
calves or chickens offer chasms of dis- 
aster for those who attempt it by the 
light o’ natur’. It is therefore of the 
utmost importance that careful train- 
ing in these apparently trivial details 
are given. 

++ + 

Well-equipped farm institutes have 


undertaken the work of teaching 
women scientific farming. Most of 
the workers are daughters of doctors, 
professors and clergymen. Their en- 
thusiasm and ruddy cheeks show that 
scientific farming is a splendid occu- 
pation for high school. and college 
praduates, as well as for girls who 
have spent their girlhood on farms. 
This movement is echoed in Amer- 
ica, for an advanced reading course 
in vegetable gardening has just been 
started by the extension department 
at Cornell University, in order to meet 
a growing demand for home-study 
courses. The advanced reading course 
in vegetable gardening is the second 
of such courses offered; one in fruit-

They form 
a problem to which all of the war- 
ring countries have addressed them- 
selves with a vigor already pro- 
ductive of the most gratifying re 
sults. In France there is efficiently

of both sides says they show these 
characteristics: 

The Frenchman is the most easily 
influenced, and, though he may sink 
into the gulf, he prefers the heights 
of optimism.

The Engiishman feels the tragedy 
perhaps most keenly, but accepts it 
with the dogged courage that marks 
him in. battle.

A aurse in the hospital where 
she gave her attention to many, she 
nevertheless made him her especial 
care and led him first hesitating 
steps when he left his bed to go out 
into the sunlight which he could 
not see. He lost his sight, but he 
won his best beloved, who will be 
his eyes. 


ind so the story is repeated, with 
touches of beautiful self-sacrifice 
that transcends the most romantic 
fiction. 

The first thing the French gov- 
ernment does for the sightless is 
to present each with a pension of 
$175 vearly: and a little money 
goes a long way in France. ‘The 
iriend of the Blind Soldier’ was 
organized under the leadership of 
Rene Valley-Rarot, vice-president of 
the Pasteur Institute. The govern- 
ment gladly co-operated in teaching 
the soldiers ‘‘the art of being blind.” 

Paul Emard, secretary-general of 
the society, whom the minister of 
the interior. placed in charge of the 
convalescent home, has . already 
wrought a miracle for his blind de- 
pendents, not by scriptural. “laying 
on of hands,’’ but by more modern 
methods that have to do with psy- 
chology and science. 

Backed by the French govern- 
ment and the society he represents, 
he has created a second’ “Lighted 
Hearth” of the blind community un- 
der his direction in Paris. 


“Earthly Purgatory.”’ 


“The first three days I spent here 
with the blind,” he says, in telling 
of his work, ‘‘were passed in the 
midst of a sort of earthly purgatory. 
[ have never before seen so much 
thoroughgoing misery foregathered 
in a single place. My charges 
moped through the long hours of 


the day, nursing their bitterness. 
The stillness of the nights was 
broken often. and ‘often by their 
hoarse sobs as they lay in torture 
On their narrow cots. 

“At. that time our workshops 
were not ready, and I was in de- 
spair to know what to do with the 
men. But the end of my difficulties 
came unexpectedly. On the fourth 
day of our history here I discovered 
that our instructor in the Braille 
System of reading and writing— 
himself a blind man—had learned 
the trade of a: brushmaker. He 
said he could teach a man to make 
a brush, after a rough fashion, in a 
few hours. 


Salvation in Work. 


“T serzed the opportunity eagerly, 
found the tools ang materials for 
the experiment, and, selecting pur- 
posely the most despondent man in 
the institution, set him to work on 
a brush under the direction of the 
Braille instructor. The result was 
that that man came to me, before 
the day was over, cured of his mel- 
ancholy. 

“*T am saved,” he told me. ‘I am 
able to do something in life again! 
That is all T ask.’ 

“Shortly every other unfortunate 
had heard his story. The psycho- 
logical effect was instantaneous.

Prof. Hoeftmann, director of the 
Hindenburg House, at Koenigsberg, 
recently conducted an amazing dem- 
onstration with @ man with two 
artificial hands and two artificial 
feet. The patient had so mastered 
his mechanical aids that he could do 
almost everything that a normal is 
called upon to §. under ordinary 
circumstances. Another man _  s0 
equipped worked at anvi and drill 
in the workshop and seemed to have 
lost by his misfortune but little of 
his old-time skill. Then there were 
many men at their former occupa- 
tions with artificial arms and feet. 


Teaching in Germany. 

“The first task of the instructor,” 
says Dr, Alfred Gradenwitz, “‘con- 
sists making the patient independ- 
ent-of his friends and reawakening

in him the self-confidence which he 
has lost. tg at the hospital 
during convalescence proper, he has 
been induced to idle away his time 
with matiual work of the most va- 
ried description, thus preventing 
him from brooding ever the out- 
look on his future life. At the crip- 
ples’ home, where he finds the mili- 
tary orders, so familiar to him, he 
learns, from early morning to late 
at night, how to do without the 
help of others, and how to perform 
such operations as belong to our 
daily life.

And if it is 
true that one swallow does not make 
the spring. it can be accepted with 
the same degree of certainty that one 
case that needed the wire-cage cure 
does not establish the truth for the 
vast army of- others. 


Stenographic ‘Soul Mates.’’

“T’ve seen him. in the moving pictures 
and in the ‘Tessie the Typewriter’ 
form of melodrama—but mostly in 
the pictures. He is a terror, and if 
the girl dces not go to luncheon with 
him and snatches her hand away 
when he takes hold of it, why she is 
fired. Just like that! ; 

“The stenographer in the pictures 
is always in some persecuted fashion. 
They simply cannot let her alone. If 
it is not Mrs. Smith's bald-headed old 
sinner, it is the thievish cashier who 
is about to run away; a scapegrace 
brother or a profligate father. But 
the bald-headed boss is the favorite 
heme. I have seen six of him on 


the screen during the past year—and 
{ am not a movie fan’ at that. 
Maligned by the Movies. 


“In this manner thousands of per- 
sons who have no idea of the actual 


conditions under which the wage, 


earning woman: works. believe that 
here is expressed the actual truth of 
the matter. Only the grossest ignor- 
ance of general conditions and the 
average environment of the woman 
stenographer could be responsible 
for the utterances of Mrs. Smith, to 
whom I concede the best of inten- 
tions, but who-must have re-enforeed 
with the moving picture exaggera- 
tioris any. rare cases that she had in 
mind. : | 

“No girl who attends strictly to her 
work will find herself in need of the 
hypothetical wire-cage aid. This 
rests entirely with the girl. There 


may. be girls who, need cages—just 


as capricious birds need cages—but 
they are not the serious workers, not 
of the great majority of wage-earn- 
ing women. 


“And lastly, Mrs. Smith’s cage idea 
in connection with the flirtatious 
queens at the keys has given rise to 
the characterization of these ladies 
among the profession as ‘cage chick- 
ens, ‘barbed-wire. babies,’ ‘Bosco 
beauties,’ with still more to come. 


‘Mrs.’ Smith wfll: not ‘mind ‘this little

“Any human machines,” continued 
Miss Janover—‘‘and that goes for the 
men as well as the women—who have 
to work for other people, do not have 
time to be a menace ifthe machines 
are efficiently doing what they were 
paid to perform. And, if it is an un- 
usually efficient machine and wants 
to progress there will be more work 
and less opportunity to become a dan- 
ger or a pest as the case may be. 

“The old saw of ‘An idle brain be- 
ing the devil’s workshop’ applies to 
the type of woman who is a menace 
in an office. But why for a fugitive 
case make a general statement which 
is not applicable or just to the real 
situation. The average working day 
in any office is not much longer than 
seven hours at best. The actual work- 
ing time is often cut a great deal less 
by interruptions and necessary de- 
lays. There isn’t a man or woman 
worth having on a pay-roll who can 
pinch any time out af that limit to 
do anything excepting theactual work 
of the moment.” 


Common Sense Girl. 

Miss Frances Schewing, while 
naively admitting that temptations 
doubtless exist, resents very strongly 
the much discussed problem of a 
young girl’s ability to hold a position 
in a big city unless she allows her 
employer to make love to her. She 
has had a diversified training in all 
sorts of business since her gradsa- 
tion at 16, and feels that the young 
gir] so badly treated as to be in need 
of a cage must be the exception not 
the rule. 

“I have always found men courte- 

ous in business,” she said. “I think 
the trouble that some young women 
have who seek employment is that 
they are not fitted for business: that 
is, When the need or desire comes to 
earn money without special training, 
or evident purpose in life, thé young 
girl dons her prettiest gown and 
makes her beauty the plea, not her 
ability.

If she seeks work dressed as 
for the matinee or some social func- 
tion, is it not natural that he should 
at once judge by the outward appear- 
ance and stamp as that type of girl 
with whom he can trifle? 

“A girl of common sense, a fair 
education and self-control can always 
repulse unwelcome attentions, and 
these are the characteristics the bugy * 
girl should seek.” ‘

Tt all came about just as Hosea pre- 
dicted. Memphis, the grand old city of 
the world, once the capital of the world, 
the richest and proudest and wickedest 
city of the ancient Egyptian empire, cer- 
tainly was destroyed. The palaces, the 
temples, the silver and other riches of 

e capital were buried under layer after 
jayer of the mud of the overflowing Nile 
and the hot sands of the deserts. The 
tabernacies were not only filled with 

es and thorns, but were buried’ scores 
ef feet deep in the waste of ages. 


But along comes a Yankee expedition 
and rescues the ancient town from the 
curse of Hosea and the earth which was 
slowly swallowing it up. It is the Eckley 
B. Coxe, Jr., expedition, under the lead- 
ership of Professor Clarence S. Fisher, 
of the Museum of the University of Penn- 
sylvania. The finds it has made are ab- 
solutely startling and mark an epoch in 
Egyptian research. 

The expedition has found the mammoth 
and beautiful temple of Merneptah, where 
Moses and the Israelites worshiped when 
the Egyptians held them as captives. It 
has discovered traces of races of the dead 
ages that have hitherto remained  un- 
known. It has found evidence that Mem- 
phis is ages older than anyone has ever 
thought it was and that seven different 
civilizations had built upon its site. It 
has found also important sidelights on 
biblical history. In short, the discoveries 
that this Yankee expedition has made in 
ancient Memphis open up hundreds of 


years of history of the human race that 


scientists had long ago given up as lost 
forever. 

Memphis was founded about 5,650 
years before the birth of Christ. Menes, 
the first king of Egypt, made it his 
capital. Even at that time it was a 
flourishing and lively city. Undoubtedly 
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it had been in exist- 

ence thousands of 

years before the 

dawn of recorded 

history, for even at the time of King 

Menes the Egyptians had advanced far 
in civilization. 

Many scientists believe that the city 
was founded far in the dim past by races 
of whom not even a trace has been left. 
That the present excavations in the 
newly found temple will reveal something 
about these ancient and unknown races 
is the. hope and expectation of every 
modern Egyptologist. 

One thing’ about the Egyptians that 
makes the people of today love them is 
that they were historians. Their priests 
not only officiated at the mystic services 
but they were professional men in other 
lines besides. 

They were doctdrs, surgeons, lawmak- 
ers, astronomers, scientists and historians 
as well as the voice of the gods. They 
had a complete monopoly on all the 
learning of the time and being natural 
born historians they put all they knew 
down in writing and in the great libraries 
headquarters and in the great libraries 
which were established in this city were 
stored all the records of their learning. 

In their own day these records were 


not known as history but as ‘“‘the mys- 
teries’” and they were only imparted to 
a. select few. When the famous Greek 
scholar and philosopher, Pythagoras, 
visited Memptkis his renown was so great 
that it caused the priests of Memphis to 
open thetr. mysteries to him. But that 
visit took place only six centuries before 
Christ and more than seven centuries 
pefore the femple of Seti I or 
Merneptah was built—a eomparatively 
late day in Egyptian history. 

If this famous temple gives promise 
of containing all these ancient records 
how is it, nearly every one has asked, 
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that its excavation has not been begun 
before? 

The answer is very easy. There has 
been no money with which to undertake 
the work. It is a relatively easy matter to 
induce the wealthy to give up their money 
for charity, music, art and other visible 
things in their own land. But to induce 
a millionaire to part with tens of thou- 
sands of dollars merely because some 
mild-mannered and bespectacled Egypt- 
ologist is inclined to think that under the 
dust of some far away land lie records 
that may tell something of a still farther 
away people whom he thinks may have 
existed is an entirely different matter. 

A very interesting example is given by 
the present expedition which uncovered 
the new temple. It not only had to pay 
high salaries to the members of the ex- 
pedition but it also had to build a rail- 
way and install a pumping station before 
it could proceed with its work. : 

Memphis is across the river from Cairo 
and when its power declined after the 
Romans occupied it it was covered for 
century after century by the overflow of 
the Nile and the sands of the desert. All 
this accumulation of years had to be re- 
moved by a railway and pumps kept go- 
ing to keep the excavation holes dry ‘be- 
fore the work of the real scientists could 
begin. From what has already been dis- 
covered it looks as if Memphis, like Troy, 
will be found to be a seven-story city 
with one civilization literally building on 
its predecessor. 

“Egyptian history shows that in the 
time of Seti I the foremost city in the 
world was Memphis. It was not only 
a royal city, the home of Egyptian kings, 
but it was the center of the commerce 
of the world of that day: 

It stretched along the Nile for a dis- 
tance of eight miles and extended inland 
four miles. From the bosom of the Nile 
its commerce extended to the Mediter- 
ranean and it tapped the long caravan 
trains of the Babylonian territory. After 
the conquest of Alexander Thebes 
eclipsed it in prestige for a time and at 
other times it was overshadowed by cities 
nearer Ethiopia. Nevertheless Memphis 
is as much Egypt as London is England. 

When the Romans came, however, 
Memphis began its permanent decline. 
Alexandria and other newer cities took 
its trade. Its ruin was. completed by 
the Moslem conquest.

The one great big lesson of the European 
war to date is the value of unity. Prepared- 
ness and national unity are unquestionably 
the great and impelling factors in German 
success; likewise, dissension and Giisorgani- 
zation in cabinet and legislative councils of 
Germany’s enemies have been followed by 
disaster and defeat distant fields of 
operation.

Germany has her differences of opinion, 
her disputes, her internal dissensions; but 
they stop always short of the national boun- 
dary line. We find no cabinet crises in Ger- 
many, no rancorous or turbulent press: but 
with national preparedness and national 
unity, the whole organization works like a 
well-oiled piece of machinery, steadily, per- 
sistently, continually toward a well-defined 
and specific end.

* among the central powers have’ turned the 


whole plan of campaign over to her. Aus- 
tria, comprising a dozen different dependent 
nations and people of wholly different char- 
acteristics, recognizes German leadership, 
and has placed her forces under supreme 
German command. Even Turkey has turned 
its army, rank and file, wholly over to Ger- 
man direction, while Bulgaria stands at at- 
tention,. awaiting orders and eager to obey. 

It is a masterly organization under the 
one nation that knows and appreciates the 
force of national unity, coupled with naticnal 
preparedness. When Germany starts out to 
accomplish a given object the details are 
worked out with mathematical precision, 
every factor is not only known, but known 
to be dependable, even to the support of the 
last laborer, the veriest field hand in the 
empire; the result is calculated with the 
same exactitude as that of a sum in the rule 
of three. 

So Germany has held the allies at bay in 
northwesterh France; occupying Belgium, 
she has continued to keep hostile armies at 
more than arms length from her borders. 
She has driven Russian hordes back to their 
last fortress short ofthe national capital; 
she has occupied and holds Poland, while 
under. her direction Austrian forces are suc- 
cessfully impeding the progress of the Ital- 
ian invasion until such time, seemingly, as 
it may be dealt with more forcefully. And, 
at last, determined to reach Turkey and 
strengthen an ally which has done heroic 
service, has beaten-rer enemies_ at 
diplomacy, won over Bulgaria, and is mak- 
ing comparatively easy march to Constan- 
tinople. 

All this while her enemies, the Allies, 
are doing what? 

Overwhelmed by cabinet crises and offi- 
cial dissensions, England scarcely knows 
which way to turn. A turbulent, hysterical 
press, and a foolhardy, addle-pated news 
censorship have stirred up more strife and 
been the cause of more fatal misunderstand- 
ing than can be remedied in half a dozen 
months, even if there were no big war in 
progress. The people, as a result, are di- 
vided, while all British officialdom is work-

ing at cross purposes, and the very nation |

France is little better off. With two 
cabinet crises in scarcely more than a month 
and official strife and indirection second 
caly to that of England, France seems al- 
most helpless in the struggle. She holds 
her line of trenches against the invader, 
whom she seems powerless to drive off her 
soil, and that is about all. 

Poor Russia, exhausted of resources and 
ammunition, fled. from her only brilliant 
victory into abject defeat, while she was

tion to date, but between none of the Allies 
engaged in the conflict with the central 
powers does there exist that spirit of co- 
operation and. mutual assistance that is es- 
sential to success in the operations they are 
conducting abroad. 

On the western battle front they have 
achieved nothing. The brilliant battle of 
the Marne, the great Anglo-French rush 
upon the German trenches, have achieved 
but empty victories. Russia is driven back 
to her ancient’ borders, while Italy makes 
scant headway against the Austrians alone. 
Great Britain and her allies are on the point 
of abandoning the attack upon the Darda- 
nelles, where costly errors have enabled the 
Turks to build practically impregnable for- 
tifications. And little Serbia must suffer 
practical annihilation because her allies 
cannot or will not send her sufficient aid. 

There is not among all the powerful na- 
tions opposed to Germany and the entente 
powers one single instance of the national 
unity and national strength necessary to the 
successful conduct of a great campaign. It 
it a constant case of rows at home, followed 
by reverses abroad. And each of these re- 
verses means a German victory. : 

The lesson is an easy one, but it suffers 
none in importance for its obviousness. The 
victories of peace are: often of greater im- 
port and more lasting value than those of 
war. The nation, the state, the municipal- 
ity, the community anywhere that would be 
successful in its enterprises and attract to 
itself great wealth and power can see in 
German preparedness and German national 
unity the essential foundation of that suc-

FOREST PROTECTION. 
The deplorable condition illustrating the 
lack of protection to Georgia forests are set 
forth in a communication from Hon. W. E. 


Candler, of Union county, published in to- 


day’s Constitution. Mr. Candler lives in a 
forest country—in the mountainous section 
of north Georgia. As the result of location, 
of personal and patriotic interest, Mr. Can- 
dier has made a careful study of the forest 
problem and concludes that unless some- 
thing positive and definite is done to pre-

In his communication, Mr. Candler points 
out that through the Weeks law passed by

looking to the protection of Georgia forests 


at the present time is what the federal gov- 
ernment is doing under the conservation 
act which recently resulted in the purchase 
of some thousands of acres in the mountain 
section of the state. The state itself has 
taken no action. whatever in this direction. 

Mr. Candler suggests that the professor 
of forestry at the State university be made 
ex-officio state forester, with the simple 
duty of collecting necessary data regarding 
the forests of the state and making such 
suggestions and recommendations as will 
result in the conservation of the remaining 
forest areas. In his opinion this can be 
done by a simple amendment to the general 
appropriations bill at the coming extra 
session. 

While ‘not prepared to speak of the au- 
thority which the extra session may have to 
deal with this subject, The Constitution be- 
lieves it is one with which the legislature 
should deal at its earliest opportunity. The 
importance and value of forest conservation 
have already been demonstrated beyond the 
particularly in the 
thickly populated countries of Europe. We 
have, in:‘many instances, permitted our vast 
forest areas to be stripped of trees in far 
greater proportion than those European na- 
tions, where agricultural lands are worth 
four or five times as much as they are here. 


NOW FOR THE STATE BANKS. 


It is commendable, notwithstanding it 
was in the line of duty, that the Federal 
Reserve board and comptroller of the cur- 
rency have promptly followed up their dis_ 
closures with reference to usurious interest 
charges by a number of the national banks 
located in the country districts of the south 
and west, with remedial measures. 

It will be recalled that W. P. G. Harding, 
of Birmingham, the south’s member of the 
Federal Reserve board, and Comptroller of 
the Currency John Skelton Williams, in re- 
cent addresses, disclosed the fact that na- 
tional banks located in country sections in 
a number of southern and western states 
have been in the habit of charging the 
farmer anywhere from 12 to 12C per cent 
interest on small loans. These disclosures 
which, it should be well understood, have 
nothing whatever to do with the national 
banks located in the cities throughout the 
country, created an extraordinary sensation 
throughout the United States. It was 
scarcely believable that there could be 
financial institutions accredited by the fed- 
eral government, and under its control and 
inspection, which had gone to this remark- 


able extent in violation of the usury laws 


of the states in which they are located. 

But the evidence was unquestioned. It 
was a case for speedy and effective remedy; 
nor have the Federal Reserve board and 
comptroller of the currency hesitated to 
apply it. Comptroller Williams has just 
sent to all national banks a circular letter 
calling attention to the fact that the vio- 
lation of a usury law of the state is a vio- 
lation of the laws under which national 
banks are operated. The national banking 
laws permit these institutions to charge in- 
terest only at the local rate of the state in 
which they operate, and no more. 


This settles. the question as to future 
operations, of those national banks located 
in the country districts which have laid 
themselves liable to charges of usury and 
extortion. None of the city national banks, 
and, for that matter, comparatively few of 
the country banks, have laid themselves 
liable for violation of usury laws and the 
national banking act. Under the steps 
taken by the Federal Reserve board and the 
comptroller of the currency there will be a 
speedy cleaning up of these irregularities so 
far as the national banks are concerned. 

But what of the state banks? If general 
relief and permanent good are to be accom- 
plished, banks operating under state laws 
must be put upon the same basis. As long 
as they are allowed to rum rampant and to 
charge all sorts of fancy interest rates the 
farming classes are in little better position 
than when a few of the national banks were 
allowed to put their finger in-the pie. 


It is the imperative duty of the state to 
do for the banks operating under its char- 
ters just what the Federal Reserve board 
and comptroller of the currency are doing 
with regard to the national banks. There 
is no conceivable reason why any state 
bank, regardless of where it is located, 
should be allowed to charge extortionaté in- 
terest rates on any loan whatsoever. The 
charge of extortion holds good not alone as 
to the state banks of Georgia, but to those 
of other states, both in the south and 
throughout the county. 

But it is the Georgia banks with which 
we are dealing, and the legislature soon to 
meet in extraordinary session could not per 
form a better service to the farmers of tha 
state than to appoint a committee which wil 
investigate this situation, go to the bottom 
of it, find out just what is being done, and 
recommend appropriate remedy to the gen- 
eral assembly at its regular session in the 
summer of 1916. , 

It is true that this is not a matter upon 
which the general assembly is empowered 
to legislate at the extra session, but it can 
unquestionably by resolution appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the situation and 
recommend appropriate remedy when the 
regular session meets. The simple appoint- 
‘ment of this committee and the knowledge 


fof the duty which devolves upon it, would 


prove a powerful factor in remedying the 
situation in advance of any legislation which 
might be had upon the subject.

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The Urgent Necessity 
For Forest Conservation 


Editor Constitution: Knowing as I do 
your great liberality and earnest desire for 
the upbuilding of our state, I desire through 
your paper to call the attention of our peo- 
ple of the state, and especially the members 
of the present general assembly, to the fact 
that the state has no department of for- 


estry and no state forester. We sadly need | 


both, and in this opinion F am sure we-will 
all agree. The natural forests of the state 
are now about a thing of the past and in the 
run of a few more years, unless something 
is done to presérve and eonserve what we 
have left, our great state with its varied in- 
terests and industries will find itself entirely 
without forest protection and sadly see its 
need. 

As an intelligent and thinking people, 
we are all entitled to know what § forest 
growth we have left, where it is located, 
what has been the causes of its destruction, 
and, above all, what can and should be 
done to protect what} little we have left. 
Until the state in rt 48s proper way takes 
this important question up and gives proper 
direction and solution to the matter, noth- 
ing c#xn or will be done. Improper burning 
of the forests by thoughtless ani careless 
people, and, I might add, by wholly improvi- 
dent people, has been one of the fruitful 
sources of the destruction of our forests. 
This should be stopped and the rank and file 
of our people educated and instructed of 
the baneful curse of forest fires. In fact, 
our people need and are entitled to know the 
exact facts that surround every industry and 
interest of the state, for when once aroused 
and informed of a present evil they are’ 
quick to act and correct the wrong. This 
should have had proper attention long since, 
but it is never too late to do good. 

I have no ax to grind in solving this 
present need of my native state, that of pre- 
serving its forests and encouraging forest 
growth, but am actuated by pure love of 
country and, above all, the prosperity and 
permanent wealth of the state and people I 
love best. Congress has wisely passed the 
Weeks law and the same is now being put 
into operation by the general government. 
The purpose of the law is to protect our 
navigable streams of the state and, of 
course, incidentally to protect forest growth 
and. protect it from damage by forest fires.. 
This Weeks law provides a nice scheme of 
fire protection and co-operation on an equal 
basis with any state in the union willing to 
join the government in such pretection. By 
all means our state should accept this great 
advantage and yet, strange to Say, the at- 
our general assembly has never 
had its attention called to this important 
measure. The general assembly of the state 
has, by proper act, assented to the acquisi- 
tion of land for the purpose indicated in 
the Weeks law, but further than that it has 
never gone. The fire law of the state is 
wholly inadequate, obsolete and antiquated, 
and serves no good purpose in this day. It 
should be corrected intelligently and prop- 
erly enforced. 

I know and regret the depleted condition 
of our state treasury, and knowing that con- 
dition as I do, I am slow to make sugges- 
tions to the present members of the general 
assembly; but I feel impressed that some- 
thing should be done, and done quickly, else 
the state is certain to suffer seriously. 

The University of Georgia is an institu- 
tion of the state. Every true Georgian, re- 
gardless of his faith or creed, should _ be 
proud of his state institution with its past 


‘glorious history and its prospect for useful- 


ness in the coming years. For one, I am. 
This is our institution; the good it has and 
will accomplish is ours, It has a department 
of forestry and a professor of forestry, who, 
lI understand, is a very competent man. Why 


‘not, at the extra session of the general as- 


sembly to convene on November 3, amend 
the general appropriation bill then to be 
enacted by creating the office of state for- 
ester and make the professor of forestry 
at our university fill the position and 
charge him with the duties of collecting 
necessary data, making proper suggestions 
and doing any and all things necessary to 
preserve and conserve the remnant of forest 
we have left in Georgia? If this suggestion 
is not considered, the right thing then is to 
suggest something better, and it shall and 
will meet my approval and our state will 
receive the blessing and benefit.

The Holland Letter 


In August, 1907, almost the first 
dence of the impending crisis which 
minated in the October panic of that 
was the congestion of freight, chiefly 
from the west, at Buffalo. The elevators 
and the warehouses were so densely packed 
with commodities awaiting transportation to 
seaports that it was not possible to receive 
any more until the congestion was ended. 
The railroads could not move more than a 
comparatively small part of these commodi- 
ties because they did not possess the cars 
and the equipment. They were not in pos- 
session of cars and equipment because they 
had ibeen unable to obtain money with which 
to supply themselves with these transporta-~ 
tion facilities. They could not obtain the 
money because there was a nation-wide agi-

tation which directed criticisms against the - 


railroads and which was represented in. both 
state and national legislation. 

Eight years later, a condition somewhat 
similar so far as congestion is concerned, 
prevails, but it is not spoken of as evidence 
of an impending crisis. The railroads, espe- 
cially the trunk lines, now find themselves 
occupied to thWr capacity in moving various 
commodities, grein and munitions of war, 
to the seaports whence they are to be ¢x- 
ported to nations ayross the sea. Some time 
in July, Heward Elliptt, president of the New 
Haven Railroad cormpany, speaking infor- 
mally and almost coniidentially, said he look- 
ed with some apprehension to.the mid- 
autumn, ‘because -he was fearful lest the 
railroads would be unable to handle, speedily 
and safely, much of the freight that would 
be offered to them. President Elliott’s ap- 
prehensions have been in some measure 
justified. Hts own railroad company 18 
driven to its capacity to haul munitions of 
war from the New England manufactories to 
the seaports. This railroad is carrying every 
day literally thousands of skilled artisans and 
workmen for whom. places at good wages 
are open in the New England factories.

sities and to perfect their equipment atid 
to secure adequate terminal facilities, this 
unparalleled offering of freight—in magni- 
tude never experienced by the trunk lines— 
would have been handled with comparative 
ease. The situation shows what the United 
States.must expect within the next eight or 
ten years unless the railroad companies find 
it possible to finance in large amounts their 
needs. The Pennsylvania railroad manage- 
ment has several times pointed out the dan- 
ver which a congestion of freight will create 
after business prosperity has returned to the 
United States unless the railroad companies 


are able to secure money needed to perfect 


roadbeds, to lay additional tracks and to 
secure adequate terminal facilities. What is 
true of the railroads is also true of the 
steamship companies. The years of famine 
almost which the owners of tramp steam- 
ships have, until within five or six months, 
experienced have become instead a time of 
highly profitable business.
